Huguely Shearer In Hunland 

Lieut. Huguely Shearer, who is with 
the Army of Occupation in Germany, I 
writes a most interesting letter to i 
Mr. T. J.. Moberly, which his friends 
trill enjoy reading: 

Thaulhausen, Germany, Jan. 23. , 
Dear Uncle Tom — While I have j 
time this afternoon will drop you a 
few lines to thank you for the papers 
which I have been receiving from you. 
They certainly are very highly appre- 
ciated; none any better than the farm- 
ing sheet Mother sends me the Daily 
Register two or three times a week. I 
guess you have seen in the papers 
where we are in Germany, (the 32 di- 
vision.) * The weather here is just 
about like it is there, this time of 
year.

I am glad to say we 
have better places to sleep than we 
had along about Xmas time. Most of 
us were sleeping in barns and any old 
place they could find room for us. We 
have marched back about 15 kilos 
from where we were. We are now 
billeted in the German homes from 
four to five men in a room. This way 
makes it lots better. 

I hope it \v»n't be long before they 
send us back to the old U. S. A. But 
from the way they are talking now we 
are going to be here from one to four 
months longer. I hope it is not true 
for I have seen just about all of this 
country I care about seeing.. I 
guess they will get us home in time to 
celebrate the Fourth of July any way.
